Responsibility for Fixing) 
Rates Remained That of | 


Railway Companies. 


HAMILTON, Ont. Jan. 7.—-Sit | 
Edward Beatty, presidem of the | 
Canadien Pacific Railway, last 
night addressed a joint dinner 
given by the Adveriising Club, 
the Canadian Club and the Cham. | 
ber of Commerce, dealing prin- 
cipally with freight rates and | 
their relation to the Board of 
Rallway Commissioners and to 
Cinadian business generally. 
Under the Canadian Railway Act, 
he said, power was given the board 
to prevent railways from charging 
freight rates except in accordance 
with the act, and the responsibility 
for fixing freight rates remained 
that of the railway companies. Sir 
Edward said he was in no way 
questioning either the authority or 
competence of the board or its 
staff. 


VALUE OF BOARD 

While opposed in general to gov- 
ernmental interference in business, 
he fully believed in the necessity 
and value of the board and had no- 
thing but praise for the wisdom ot 
its members and the technical skill] 
and competence of its employees. 
Public utilities, he said, had the 
privilege of conducting semi-mono- 
polistic services affecting the life of 
all the nation, and in a democratic 
country they must be controlled by 
public authority. 

“It is strictly true,” said Sir 
Edward, “that railway freight 
rates are fixed on the basis of 
what the traffic will bear. This is 
no indictment of the railways. 
Every industry in the country 
decides the price and quantity of 
goods offered for sale exactly as 
railway companies do.”

He said, however, that where 
other people could sell “loss lead- 
ers,” railways could not. They could | 
offer discount for quantity but only | 
in certain limits and not to the! 
benefit of any one shipper and to! 
the exclusion of others. They could | 
not offer private reductions to large 
customers without informing their) 
competitors, and they could not of- 
fer low rates to customers in con- 
sideration of receiving all their 
business. To permit railways to fix 
rates without legal limit would be| 
to leave them free to favor individ- 
uals, corporations or communities 
even to the extent of ruining others. 

Sir Edward declared the freight 
rate fixing in Canada “comes as | 
c'ose to scientific accuracy as any 
method of fixing the price at which 
any goods or services are to be} 
sold.” 

“We might have been able to do 
better had we been treated always 
quite fairly,” said Sir Edward. “We 
sometimes have suffered from pol- | 
itical intereference, and we have 
suffered acutely from highway and 
waterway competition. Nothing in| 
connection with this competition is | 
more irritating to railwaymen than | 
to see highway transportation 
agencies and inland shipping op- 
erators in cut-throat competition 
with each other, and doing definite 
damage to the railway companies, 
public revenues and business inter- 
ests.” 

“With a few marked exceptions,” 
he declared, “.he freight rate situa- 
tion is a sound one and the railways | 
are dealing fairly with the coun- 
try.”

AGREED 

Premier Aberhart says there won't be any 
newspapers in Heaven. He did not disclose the 
source of his information. 

But he can’t get up a row with the press- 
men on that score. They will hope he is right, 
though they suspect he is only guessing. 

While he bans the papers to outer darkness, 
the Premier quite generously refrains from 
banging the celestial doors against the news- 
paper men. He admits some of these may get 
into Heaven—if they listen to his broadcasts; 
thus collecting a reward hereafter for what 
they endure on earth. 

But they won't want to “carry on” when 
they get there. They are not gluttons for pun- 
ishment, and a change of occupation will be 
welcome. It is bad enough to have to keep re- 
minding wayward politicians of their unkept 
promises through the ages of time, without 
taking on the job for.all eternity. 


THE FIRST STEP 

The necessary legislation, it is reported, is 
being framed at Ottawa to convert the private- 
ly-owned Bank of Canada into a public-owned 
institution. 

That is more than a sign that Premier King 
intends to keep his election and pre-election 
promises. It indicates also that the Govern- 
ment recognizes the place where monetary re- 
form and a general over-haul of the system of 
public financing will have'to begin. 

The basic question is whether the control of 
the country’s money supply is to rest with par- 
liament or be left in the hands of private par- 
ties. And since the Bank of Canada is the 
money-issuing authority parliamentary control 
cen only be real if the Bank is made an instru- 
ment of Government. 

There is little to be gained in trying to regu- 
late a systern of money-control that is in itself 
wrong and dangerous. The thing to do first 
and foremost is to recover to the public the 
right and the power to regulate and control, 
issue and cancel, the money with which the 
nation has to do its business, 

That done, it will be possible to refund 
public debts, keep the money supply in balance 
with the wealth produced, and to use the public 
credit as required in the public interests with- 
out asking consent of private parties or paying 
toll for the privilege. The money of Canada 
must be made the property of the people of 
Canada. 


HOW IT WORKS OUT 

The “discount” allowed to a taxpayer who 
pre-pays his 1936 taxes is not calculated as a 
discount, but as interest on the money paid in. 
The rate is 44% per cent, and the time is the 
period from January 15th to the date on which 
the payment would become due. 

The attraction is not therefore a cut of 4'2 
per cent in the amount of the tax bill. It is 
much less than that. As explained in the 
published advertisements, the arrangement 
works out this way. 

It is assumed the taxpayer will be asked to 
pay the sarne amount of taxes as last year, and 
that the instalment dates will be the same. That 
is the basis on which he is to caleulate. If the 
amount levied turns out to be more or less, 
adjustment will be made later, 

If a taxpayer's bill last year was $400, that 
is the amount on which pre-payment is invited. 
The due dates are taken as the same, May 16th, 
July 16th, Sept. 16th, and Nov. 16th 

On this bagis, the taxpayer, by paying $400 
as 1936 taxes on or before January 15th will 
get $1.50 interest on the first instalment pre- 
paid, $2.25 on the second, $3.00 on the third, and 
$3.75 on the fourth. A total saving of $10.50, 

On a bill of $100 the saving would be one- 
quarter, or $2.6242. 

The inducement, obviously, is to the large 
taxpayer. To the one whose bill is small the 
stronger incentive probably is to get the un- 
pleasantness over with 

A NECESSARY “NUISANCE” 

When Premier Aberhart says “The Press is 
becoming a nuisance” he is not disclosing any 
new and original discovery. A good many per- 
sons, of assorted types, have said the same thing 
in times ancient and modern, political leaders 
looming prominently among them. 

Their name is legion in fact, and the list 
quite too long to be reproduced, Three modern 
and strictly up-to-date rulers may be cited. 
Mr. Stalin is one. Mr. Hitler is another. Mr. 
Mussolini is the third 

All these gentlemen have said what Mr. 
Aberhart has said, and meant it just as really. 
More than that, they have all done something 
about it—and al! done the same thing. They

have suppressed the free Press in Russia, Ger- 
many and Italy, and turned the surviving news- 
papers into personal organs or agents for propa- 
gandising their particular political cults.

That he is taking the same attitude 
toward liberty of thought and expression may 
be supposed to be only a coincidence.

An uncontroiled Press may be a “nuisance” 
to a leader who does not want to be criticized.

More About Canned 
Foods 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


In yesterday's article I told you something 
about the discovery of canning and also pointed 
out that the foods now used in canning are raised 
for that purpose. For example, the vegetables 
used for canning are raised under contract and 
even the seed is selected by experts to produce 
just the kind of vegetable 
which will have the best 
flavor and the best appear- 
ance when ready for harvest- 
ing. The growing crop is 
then carefully inspected and 
js taken to the cannery at 
just the right time. 

One interesting fact is that 
canned fruits and vegetables 
are usually canned fresher 
than if you bought them in 
the market and cooked them 
at home. The reason for this is that most can- 
neries are located so that it is possible to can 
fruits and vegetables within an hour or two 
after they are gathered. In contrast with this, 
in the home market, fruits and vegetables may

- be much older before they are bought and 


taken into your kitchen. 

You may have noticed that canned products 
taste fresher now than they used to—the reason 
is that foods are not heated any longer than is 
necessary to produce perfect sterilization. The 
temperature maintained is important and is 
carefully regulated as each special food requires 
its own temperature and time of cooking. 
Furthermore, foods are now cooked right in the 
cans after they are sealed, so that no oxygen 
enters. This preserves the full flavor and all 
of the food elements. Even the easily destroyed 
vitamin C is preserved by this process. This is 
the vitamin which is so readily affected by heat 
that it can not resist more than a few minutes 
boiling in an open cooking vessel on your kit- 
chen stove. 

It is perfectly safe to allow most canned 
foods to remain in the can after opening. Keep- 
ing the opened food cool will help to preserve 
it until the next meal. 

One of the most important canned products 
is milk. The leader’‘among canned fruits is the 
peach, and the three most important canned 
vegetables are tomatoes, corn and peas. Next 
to canned milk, the various forms of canned 
tomatoes are next in importance among all can- 
ned foods. The main reasons tomatoes are 
canned in such large numbers is that they grow 
abundantly, they are easy to pack, and easy to 
sterilize, due to their acid content. Certainly, 
canned tomatoes or tomato juice offers a good 
source of vitamin C and securing this vitamin 
from canned tomatoes may be the cheapest way 
to obtain it. 

Corn is put up in three styles: the “Maine” 
style means that the tops of the kernels are cut 
off, then the cob is scraped to remove the pulp. 
This results in a creamy mixture. The “Mary- 
land” style means that the whole kernel is cut 
close to the cob. Canned peas are shelled in 
the modern cannery without the pods being 
picked from the vine. The peas are cold pack- 
ed, that is, put into the can raw and then cook- 
ed. Green peas may be obtained in many var- 
ieties. The very small green peas seem to have 
the best flavor. 

Canned vegetables may be used during the 
winter seeson when the fresh vegetables are 
relatively scarce. I suggest that you learn to 
use the canned string beans, asparagus, small 
green lima beans, beets, carrots, peas, corn, 
pumpkin, mushroom, tomatoes, and spinach. 
You will also enjoy canned fish such as tuna, 
and the pantry shelves may be stocked with 
clams, shrimp, sardines, and crab. Stock up on 
an asscrtment of the different canned foods of 
all kinds. You will then have them on hand 
when needed. Canned foods are recommended 
for those who are looking for foods which are 
wholesome, healthful and convenient 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: L. G. O. writes: “I have an 
extra toe on the left foot and the sixth toe gives 
me a lot of bother. I cannot wear a shoe com- 
fortably on that foot, and I can not walk any 
distance. What should I do?” 

ANSWER: I suggest that the best plan is to 
consult a surgeon and if he finds it necessary, 
he will recommend removal of the extra toe. 
Without making an examination, it is difficult 
for me to tell you whether or not removal is 
advisable. 

QUESTION: P. W. R. inquires: “How should 
one ventilate a room?’ During the winter the 
air in the house seems stale and stuffy.” 

ANSWER: The careful ventilation of all of 
the rooms in the home is of great importance 
and this problem should be given attention. 
As a rule, the best plan is to provide openings 
near the ceiling, where the warm, devitalized 
air can pass out. Low openings should also be 
provided for the intake of fresh air. Try open- 
ing the windows both top and bottom. Remem- 
ber, when a fire is burning in a room, more 
outside air must be admitted to keep up the 
supply of oxygen. When the air in any given 
room seems unusually stuffy, this may be rem- 
edied by opening the windows for ten or twenty 
minutes, allowing a plentiful supply of fresh 
air to enter the room, At the same time that 
the windows are opened, open one door at least. 
The importance to health of clean, fresh air, 
can not be overemphasized and you are doing 
well to realize that proper attention must be 
given the matter.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1779 the first 
steps were taken for the estab- 
lishment of a library in Canada. 
The Quebec Gazette, of that date, 
contained an advertisement stat- 
ing: “A subscription has been 
commenced for establishing a 
public library for the city and 
district of Quebec. It has met 
with the approbation of His Ex- 
cellency the Governor General 
and of the Bishop, and it is hoped 
that the institution, so particularly 
useful in this country, will be 
generally encouraged. A list of 
those who have already sub- 
scribed is lodged at the secretary's 
office where those who choose it 
may have an opportunity to add 
their names.” 

The governor was Sir Frederic 
Haldimand, who had only then

Turning Waste To Use 


In the sandstone building be- 
side the Rideau Falls in Ottawa 
which houses the National Re- 
search Laboratories, and in the 
nearby aeronautical laboratories, 
a corps of trained scientists are 
making steady progress towards 
the solution of many problems 
looking to the improvement of 
industrial technique and the bet- 
ter utilization of Canada’s re- 
sources jn men and materials 

Of great scientific interest and 
of importance from a commercial 
point of view is the work done in 
relation to the conservation of 
Alberia’s natural gas resources, 
much of which have been flow- 
ing to waste for years. Two con- 
crete results have been obtained 
in this connection. Definite ad- 
vances have been made in the 
production of ethylene, a starting 
material for the manufacture of 
industrial alcohol, antifreeze, etc., 
of carbon black, and of benzol, 
It is now possible to produce 
from Turner Valley “stabilizer” 
gas,’ ordinarily wasted, a benzol 
suitable for motor fuel to the ex- 
tent of nearly three gallons per 
thousand cubic feet of gas. The

PREDATORY CONTROL 

Editor Bulletin: On behalf of 
the Alberta Fish and Game 
Association I have been request- 
ed to strongly protest against the 
article appeering under the cap- 
tion “Predatory animals should 
be protecied etc,” reporting a 
speech made by Dan McCowan 
of Banff at Toronto recently, 

For 1 number of years the Al- 
berta Fish and Game Association 
has urged the Federal govern- 
ment to introduce measures for 
the control of predatory animals 
such as Cougar, Wolves and Coy- 
otes now protected within the 
confines of the three National 
Parks, believing that these pests 
should be reduced to a minimum, 

The Aiberta Fish and Game 
Association is supported in its 
demands by some of the most 
cutstanding trappers, guides and 
conservationists found jn this 
province. Men of the calibre and 
experience of Curly Phillips, T. 
C. Young, Bert Wilkin of Jasper, 
Harold Anderson of Hargwen, N. 
T. Dilatush of Waterton, J. J. 
Soper of Edmonton. These men 
from experience constantly have 
insisted upon the necessity of re- 
ducing predators. | say advised- 
ly “reducing” not “exterminat- 
ing.” It is a well known axiom 
that a reasonable number of pree 
dators ere found beneficial. 

What are actual conditions to- 
day’ I' is recognized that Coug- 
ars, Wolves and Coyotes have be- 
come abnormally plentiful cover- 
ing a period of some years pro- 
tection. 

The Alberta Fish and Game 
Association is particularly per- 
turbed with the present situ- 
ation. Wolves and Cougars have 
litters from 4 to 8 cubs with no 
larger predator to prey on them, 
whereas the more valuable spec- 
ies of wild game life such as 
Mountain Sheep, Goat, Moose 
and all varieties of deer have a 
natural increase of but one, gen- 
erally speaking. This weaker 
specie of wild animal life is con- 
stantly menaced by the larger in- 
crease of predators, as well as

the heat treatment of the gas

A second and related research 
that has yielded satisfactory re- 
sults is the method of producing 
carbon black from natural gas. 
The carbon black used in Canada 
for the manufacture of printing 
inks and as an important jn- 
gredient in the manufacture of 
automobile tires—it increases the 
wear-resistance—is all imported 
and to the extent of more than 
a million dollars’ worth a year, 
Meanwhile in Alberta, natural 
gas from which ijt could be made, 
is being allowed to flow to waste 
for lack of knowledge of an econ- 
omic method of using it. A pro- 
cess has been developed whereby 
yields can be had which are from 
three to ten times as great as 
those obtained in the present 
commercial plants in the United 
States. The experimental labor- 
otory stage has been completed, 
and the plan awaits development 
by commercial interests.—Report 
of National Research Council. 


from deep snows with a conse- 
quent lack of forage, tick and 
tape worm disease, whereas these 
preddtors are not subjected to 
decrease by climatic conditions 
or disease to any great extent. 
With the constant menace of 
the predator the urge of the 
weaker animals is now to leave 
the appurent sanctuary of the 
parks to that of the outside 
where they are continually hunt- 
ed by men 
On the other hand in the well 
controlled wild animal refuges 
of Elk Island and Wainwright 
where predators are practically 
unknown and food is supplied, 
the increase of all wild animal 
life is something to be proud of. 
Cougars especially are becom- 
ing yearly more menacing in the 
foothill areas and are spreading 
into the stock country. These 
predators when hunied fly back 
into the haven of the park re- 
turning for the kill as often as 
it pleases them in perfect safety. 
A cougar was shot two years 
ago close to Bonnyville some 400 
miles east of Jasper Park and in 
a well seitled district sufficient 
evidence of the range of these 
animals and their increase. 
Stockmen, ranchers, trappers 
and guides are one in their ine 
sistence for greater activity for 
contro] of predators and this ore 
ganization has every year been 
inundated with requests for action 


from the federal government, 
and for larger bounties to | 
paid. Therefore the Alberta Fish 


and Game Association will con- 

tinue its fight for the control of 

predators.

The World Outlook For 1936 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C. 


One of the signs interpreting world conditions is the state of 
British shipbuilding, an industry which in the closing months of 
1935 has hown a definite movement towards recovery. In number 
of vessels ordered, as well coasters as ocean vessels, and in value, 
efficiency, and value per unit, there is enough to justify the con- 
clusion that 1936 commences with a substantial upgrade in world 
commerce. Ocean freight rates are climbing from starvation 
figures up to where the shipowners can make some, although 
as yet, small profits. 


Coal trade is another of the signs throwing light on world 
conditions; and for the first time in several years, orders are 
ahead of production in England, Scotland and Wales. 


The London County Coucil is commencing 1936 with a re« 
building project which will provide new homes for one hundred 
and eighty thousand people now living in the older districts of 
London, where the entire structural condition has become obso- 
lete. Commencing with the purchase of a tract of land not now 
used for dwellings; pulling down the buildings and erecting homes 
for six thousand people; then in turn pulling down the old houses 
vacated by the six thousand people who move into the first built 
new homes, the Council expects to complete the entire project in 
about thirty units—without obliging any of the tenants to move 
any substantial distance from their working places. 


In the United States the year 1936 will see completion of many 
of the great national works of recovery. In spite of the unrest 
generally to be expected in the year of a Presidential election, the 
forces of recovery have gained such a momentum that there is no 
reason to think there will be any reaction or relapse. 


In the Pacific States the forces of recovery are especially active 
and with the reopening of world trade under reciprocal agree- 
ment there will be enough increased commerce to make 1936 one 
of the good years. 


In the Orient, in the East Indies, and in India, the movement 
towards recovery is definite although slow. In Australia and 
New Zealand there is every prospect of good business in 1936; 
also in South Africa. 


Canada only needs some definite action by Parliament at the 
next session towards providing the Peace River Empire with 
proper railway facilities, to open the way for a great national 
growth, expansion, and increase of domestic commerce—to exceed 
even the great years when Canada was tranformed from a colony 
into a nation under the leadership of Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 


The bridges across San Francisco harbour will cost about 
sixty-seven million dollars. Less than one-sixth of this amount 
spent in Peace River area rai] extension will enable at least one 
million families to establish homes and develop Canada’s last 
Great West into one of the greatest development factors in the 
national life of Canada. 


Just for one year—1936—let us pray that Parliament will for- 
get about the manufacture of shirts and handkerchiefs and pins 
and needles (all admirable in their small way) and devote some 
time, statesmanship and constructive purpose towards develop- 
ment of the Peace River Empire—the greatest national opportun- 
ity in the world today,

We had to charter one of the 
crocks and provision it as though 
the 33 ‘miles was a caravan journey 


into the wilds. Swinging out 
beyond the pink and white mosques 
where Senegalese troops were 
stringing barbed wire, Djibouti, be- 
hind us, seemed clean and beautiful 
in the morning sun. No muezzin 
called the faithful to prayer in the 
mosques, but thousands of devoted 
black,s kneeling on worn = rugs, 
made their morning supplications. 

They were strung across the road 
in such a way that we could not 
pass so we got out to wait and 
walked toward the camel bazaar. 
This place smelled to the skies, but 
was populated by a cheery bunch 
of traders, most of whom spoke 
English and hopped on us as pos- 
sible buyers Strangely enough, 
while this was French territory} 
where the franc was king, the 
Indian rupee was the only accept: | 
able coin for buying camels. 

Beside the bazaar were houses of | 
easy virtue, each with a sort of| 
mud-wailed courtyard, in which 
dances were put on at any hour of 
the day or night. |

ITALIAN SUBMARINES 
THREATEN 


Mussolini's counter-move has 
been the dispatch of 150 super- 
submarines to Lybian waters. 
Stretched out in a chain which runs 
from Sicily to the Lybian coast, 
these submarines, it is claimed, can 
paralyze the activity of the British 
navy in preventing the naval forces 
stationed in Egyptian waters from 
going to the aid of the British 
squadrons off Malta and Gibraltar. 

On the other hand another Brit- 
ish battle squadron is stationed at 
Corfu. This is the pistol at the 
heart of Italy, for the Corfu squad- 
ron blocks the Adriatic Sea com- 
pletely and bottles up the eastern 
Italian fleet which has its base at 
Trieste and in the Istrian Bay.

| “Nonsense, utter nonsense. Mind 
you, the thing is possible, because 
our small police force can't patrol 
the whole coast. It would be quite 
possible for smugglers to unload 
and transport all sorts of arms.

Learn Arts Of | 
The Theatre | 


Possibilities offered by the local 
theatre, leading the rosiest 
dreams of a stage career, may have 
been sending shivers of excitemen| 
up many an unknown spine, and 
for all who are interested, a school 
of stagecraft is now open to where 
the most timid of would-be actors 
can learn the elementary rules, 
Mrs. Elizabeth Sterling Haynes 
commenced a course in arts per- 
taining to the theatre under the 
Extension Department of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta and the Edmon- 
ton Little Theatre in the Bank of 
Commerce building, on Monday 
evening.

While 
he did not mention who the “some- 
body else” was, there was a strong 
inference it was Secretary Alfred 
Farmilo, who also figured in Dele- 
gate Findlay's attack. 


WANTS AUDIT 


Mr. Findlay'’s motion that a com- 
mittee of the council undertake an 
audit and prepare a report on the 
organization's financial standing, 
which he declared to be weak, was 
finally tabled until the first meet- 
ing of the council in February. 

Dissension was evident from the 
opening of Monday's meeting when 
the credentials committee reported 
against accepting Jan Lakeman, 
representative of the carpenters 
union as a duly accredited mem- 
ber for two main reasons; firsi, that 
Lakeman had been suspended by 
the Railway Carmen's union; and, 
secondly, that ‘ie was a member of 
a Communist organization.

As a result there has developed 
one of the bitterest controversies 
in Canadian history as to the navig- 
ability of the Hudson Straits, a 
controversy which was to reach 
its most intense pitch when The 
Bright Fan sank in the area whose 
navigability was disputed, and the 
enemies of the route raised a shout 
of ill-concealed joy. 

A project involving such a con- 
tentious issue was certainly an ap- 
propriate charge for the Canadian 
National management, whose re- 
sponsibilities seemed to involve it 
at one time or another in almost 
every major dissension that has 
threatened Canadian unity. 


ROAD COMPLETED . 

On March 29, 1929, the Hudson 
Bay road was completed. On that 
date a telegram was sent to H. S. 
Dixon, chief engineer, western re- 
gion, Canadian National Railways, 
which in one sentence announced 
the commencement of a new era in 
the history of Western Canada— 
“Steel reached Churchill today.” 


That telegram marked the end of a 


political struggle. 
An organization known as the 
Association had 


the citizens of western towns and 


cities and generally worked toward 


the creation of a public opinion 
favorable to the Hudson Bay route, 


and by the time the railroad itself 
was completed western communities 


had become thoroughly convinced 


that for them great opportunities lay 
in this northern development.

DEFENCES TO 
BE BUILT IN 
KENYA COLONY 


Two Guns and Many 
Searchlights to Arrive 
in Mombasa Soon 


NAIROBI, Kenya Colony, Jan. 7. 
—It was learned here Monday that 
defence works shortly will be built 


at Mombasa, main seaport of Kenya 
colony. 

Two guns and a number of search- 
lights are expected to arrive at 
Mombasa within a month. They 
will be manned by a small volun- 
teer unit consisting of enrolled 
Mombasa residents who have had 
previous experience with artillery 
and searchlights. 

WILL BE DEFENDED 

The move will make the port one 
which falls within those classified 
as “defended,” it was said here. 

It was emphasized, however, the 
decision had not the remotest con- 
nection with the Italo-Ethiopian 
dispute. The question of the suit- 
ability of Mombasa for defence has 
been uncer consideration for a long 
tinge by United Kingdom and Kenya 
experts. 

Mombasa is about 300 miles south 
of the boundary between Kenya 
and Italian Somaiiland, on the sea- 
coast, and about 500 miles from 


Mogadiscio, chief port of Italian 
Somaliland, 
Intensify Defence 
Preparations 

DJIBOUTI, French Comaliland, 
Jan. 7—Great Britain has intensi- 


fied defence preparations at Aden, 
travellers arriving here from that 
port, 150 miles distant across the 
Gulf of Aden, declared last night. 

Aden’s harbor they said, was in 
a constant state of activity, with 
British warships arriving daily to 
swell the fighting sea force already 
anchored there. 

Transports are bringing large 
numbers of British troops into 
Aden, and thousands of newly-re- 
cruited Jaborers are working to 
strengthen defence fortifications, 
according to the travellers. 

French merchant ships plying 
along the east African coast 
brought back word of similar ac- 
tivity at Berbera, British Somali- 
land's principal port. 

They reported caravans were 
leaving Berbera almost daily with 
cargoes of arms and ammunition 
consigned to the Ethiopian govern- 
ment for use in the campaign 
against Italy. 


14 ESCAPE 
GAS FUMES 


CALGARY, Jan. 7.—One person 
was taken to hospital here last night 
suffering from asphyxiation, and 13 
others were made ill by gas escap- 
ing from a defective heater in an 
apartment house, 

Returning home late last night K. 
S. Towell. believed he smelled gas. 
He called his dog and the animal 
collapsed at his feet. Towell im- 
mediately warned other tenants and 
began opening windows and doors. 

Mrs. J. H. Cunningham was taken 
to hospital, but the other tenants 
responded to treatment of police 
and ambulance squads.

WITNESS SAYS 
SEVERAL GIRLS 
AIDED RIOTERS 


Tells Inquiry He Saw Them 
Handing Strikers Mis- 
siles and Sticks 


REGINA, Jan. 7—He saw several 
girls helping strikers the night of 
the Regina riot, July 1, by handing 
them missiles and sticks, John J. 
Boyle, King’s hotel manager, said 
at the riot inquiry Monday after- 
noon. 

The strikers, he said, found a pile 
of bricks at the back of the hotel 
and this furnished ammunition for 
them during the trouble, 


THREE WITNESSES 

Mr. Boyle was one of the three 
afternoon witnesses, the others be- 
ing George Black, a strike leader, 
who gave evidence respecting the 
telegrams sent to or received by 
strikers during their Regina stay: 
and George Campbell, post office 
employee who told of events he 
saw on Eleventh avenue the night 
of July 1. 

Mr. Campbell said he saw strik- 
ers attempt to block an auto on 
Eleventh avenue during the riot. 
The driver refused to stop; strikers 
stoned the car. He also saw men, 
armed with pieces of broken pipe 


that night. 
Events on Market Square and 
following were related by Mr. 


Black. Clubs were used freely by 
the police on the square, he said. 
“IT saw as many as 10 policemen on 
top of one striker,” Black said. 
He told of his own arrest and later 
his release on bail. 


CLOSELY QUESTIONED 

Black was closely questioned as 
to the meaning of several telegrams 
sent by strikers to various persons 
during the Regina stay. One of 
these was a telegram of “solidarity” 
from the strikers to the Longshore- 
men’s and Waterfront Workers’ 
Association of Vancouver, following 
the waterfront riot there in June. 
Another was a protest to Mayor 
McGeer protesting “clubbing and 
gassing” of longshoremen. 

The Waterfront Men's Union was 
not affiliated with the Workers’ 
Unity League, Black said.

VULNERABILITY AFFECTS 
BIDDING 


The majority of players find the fea- 
ture of vulnerability one of the most | 
trying to handle properly in bidding 
Jt very properly renders the use of 
phychic bidding very dangerous, but 


experience has caused the decrease of 
bids even when not vulnerable. Being 
vulnerable never need cause a player | 
to pass a perfectly sound opening call, | 
nor affect partner's sound shifts or as- | 
sists. The two great infiuences being | 
vulnerable has upon bidding is to 
cause opponents to double when they | 
can collect more from penalties than 
from further bidding, and to slow 
down making weak overcalls when 
vulnerable. Today's hand illustrates 
how the vulnerability of both sides 
should affect the auction.

for the first regular meetings of the 
council in January and July. This 
had not been done, he charged. 

Again, the secretary-treasurer 
was required to be bonded to the 
extent of $500, continued Mr. Find- 
lay. 

BOARD FAILS 

Continuing, the delegate said the 
board of trustees had failed to pre- 
sent four reports during the year 
on the council's financial standing. 
All officers, he be&ieved, should 
carry out their duties voluntarily 


and the office of secréetary-treasurer 
should be an unpaid one, ‘with all 
the officers co-operating in under- 
taking the duties of this post. 

In conclusion, he mentioned the 
fact that the council was six months 
in arrears with its rent and pro- 
posed that a committee of dele- 
gates be set-up to make an audit 
of the books and report on the 
organization's financial status as 
soon as possible. 


BERG DEFENDS 


As Mr. Findlay took. his seat, 
President Berg rose to the defence 
of the officers, himself and Mr. 
Farmilo particularly. The financial
